The first-named, which 
has along tail, is the: commonest, and will be 
found in nesily every household; the’ second, 
as ite name’ implies, lives io “sewers or 
gutters and basa short tail; while the third 
lives mostly on board ships. The black rat, 
which indigenous to Asia, migrated to, 
Europe in the Middle Ages _and-to America 
during the sixteenth centuty, It is now 
found in nearly -évery part of the world. 
The gutter rat was first found in Western 
Chisia, It migrated thence into Russia in the 
‘seventeenth century and subsequently to West- 
ern Europe, spreading during the eightecath 
century to France, Germany, and other coan-

River has been given by the 
drowning of the First Lieutenant of the German. 
gunboat /Itie, which sad event occurred on Fri- 
day evening at Woosung, reports the Shanghai 
Times of 7th inst.’ Tho ill-fated officer, who 
only arrived on that day from the Fatherland 
by the steamer Oldenderg to take up the 
duties on the //ééz, in the act of boarding 
his.vessel-when he missed his footing and. fell.
